Monday after an earthquake that snapped 
freeways like matchsticks, left hundreds of 
thousands without power and water, and 
turned the nation's busiest highway net- 
work into a commuter's nightmare. 

At least 27 people were killed, 14 in the 
apartment huitding where more victims 
were feared in the nibble. 

The quake hit at 5:31 n.m. MST, shatter- 
ing the sleeping suburbs of the sprawling 
San Fernando Volley, 20 miles northwest 
of downtown Los-Angelcs. - -- 

Measuring 6.6 on the Richter scale, the 
quake was fclt ! from San Diego 125 miles 
to the south to Las Vegas 275 miles to the 
northeast, but still wasn’t the long-predict- 
ed, long-dreaded "Big One.*’ 

It could have been much worse. 

Freeway traffic was minimal in the 
predawn hours on the holiday honoring the. 
late Martin Luther King. The only traffic 
fatality was a motorcycle policeman, Offi- 
cer Clarence W. Dean, who rode off a frac- 
tured freeway as he sped to work. 

By sunrise, dozens of homes had been 
lost to fires that broke out on cracked and 
flooded streets. By sunset, scores of after- 
shocks, including one magnitude-5.7, had 
left residents wary of their own homes. 

“The whole street was on fire. Even the 
tall palm trees were burning. It was a very 
-- frightening cxpcrience.-We lost everything. 
We have nothing, but nobody was hurt. 
We’re all safe,” said A1 McNeil, whose 
home in Granada Hills was destroyed by 
fire.

GRANADA HILLS, Calif. — The 
power is out and darkness is gallop- 
ing back and — Look out! Hold onl 
— here comes another aftershock. . 

. The nurse grabs the edge of the 
desk and she looks up to the sky and 
she sayB nothing; . 

Now, nine words bring her back: 
“I need to find out where my dad is.” 
— Kevin -Tucker, -ligand -s c ared , - is. 
. | standing before her at an open-air 
triage center outside the emergency 
room of Granada Hills Community 
Center, on the edge of Ground Zero. 

The idea is to keep as many people 
as possible outside, in case the build- 


ing falls down. This triage center 
makes the place look more like a bat- 
tlefield infirmary than a hospital in a 
middle-class neighborhood. 

— It will be here many days. The af- 
tershocks of Monday’s earthquake in 


the San Fernando Volley keep com- 
ing and they are strong. 

“My dad is here,” Kevin Tucker 
says. “I need to find, my dad. Please. 
He’s here.” 

Nurse Lisa Bourgeois scans a list 
Finally, there it is. Ray Tucker. 

“He’s in X-ray," she says. "He’ll 
be OK. Just wait here.” 

Kevin, who is not him, joins a pla-

About 700 patients' wereTnfns- 
ferred from four quake-damaged 
hospitals, and about a dozen other 
hospilols sustained minor damages 
and could not accept new patients, 
said Cindy Shamrock of the state 
Office of Emergency Services. She 
estimated freeway damages in the 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

Soon after the quake struck, offi- 
cers patrolled streets in the early 
morning darkness to guard against 

- looting -as pol icc helicopters, aimed* 
their spotlights on shattered store- 
fronts below. 

Later, quake refugees pitched 
tents in neighborhood parks. Long 
lines formed outside hardware stores 
as residents tried to buy propane or 
get plywood to repair damaged 
homes. Without power, many gaso- 
line stations remained closed, and 
bank teller machines didn’t work. 

At least 44 homes in suburban 
Sylmar, the epicenter of a 1971 
. earthquake that killed 65, were de- 
stroyed by fire unleashed by the 
quake. The neighborhood was re- 
duced to nibble. 

Fires fed by gas and oil main rap- 
tures destroyed other homes in the 
valley. 

■ In Granada Hills, water from bro- 
ken mains raged through the streets, 
and fireballs from ruptured gas 
mains exploded in the midst of the 
floods.

The 91 1 system in Cassia County 
was also , thrown for a loop, and the 
emergency system was down for 
r about an hour, starting at 6 a.m., 
'said Lt. Jim Higens of the county 
sheriffs department 
About 5,000 Cassia County stu- 
dents got a day off from school be- 
cause of the power failure, said Su- 
perintendent Everett Howard. Al- 
though power was eventually re- 
stored, it was off when Howard and 
others had to decide if school buses 
should be sent out. 

“As soon as you make a decision, 
somcthlng~changes;“ “Howard- 
sighed. 

All schools in Minidoka County 
were open by 10 a.m. 

In Pocatello, the Bannock County 
Sheriffs office briefly declared a 
state of emergency as a precaution, 
the AP reported. No emergency 
workers were c a lie d out, and the 
alert was cancelled when power was 
restored-two hours -laterr a dispatch- 
er said.

The North- 
west ships electricity south during 
the hot summer months, while 
drawing power from the Southwest

At the time of the quake, the Syl- 
mar line was scheduled to carry 
only about 750 megawatts, because 
the Northwest's mild winter has re- 
duced demand, Mahar said. Still, 
that would be about 9 percent of the 
BPA’s currant total load of about 
8,500 megawatts. 

The disruption of the West’s pow- 
er grid knocked out portions of three 
Pacific Power coal-fired generating 
stations in Wyoming, said Pacific

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Study: POWs sent to Soviet Union 


WASHINGTON (AP) — About 50 
U.S. servicemen missing from the 
Korean War, including three airmen 
shot down-in a B-29 bomber, -were 
taken secretly to the Soviet Union and 
never returned, a comprehensive w new 
•study ordered by the Pentagon con- 
cludes. 

The conclusion, in a report prepared 
by Rand Corp. for the Defense 
Department, parallels an assertion the 
U.S. government made to Moscow last 
September that it had developed broad 
and compelling evidence of such 
transfers.

President Clinton Monday saluted 
Martin Luther King Jr. as this 
nation’s premier voice "for human 
rights and human potential," then 
defended his own record against sug- 
gestions by civil rights activists that 
he hasn’t done enough. - 

“The history of ... (King’s) strug- 

' gfe is still alive today ... still waiting 
to be fully redeemed," Clinton said 
to a speech to a predominantly black 
audience at Howard University, 
returning to the site of a pre-inaugur- 
al address on civil rights a year ago. 

But as Clinton vowed anew to 
fight hard to cany out the slain civil 
rights leader’s vision of e<iual oppor- 

■ tunity for_nll,-many-activists_were. 
complaining he was not doing 

' • enough. 

Clinton conceded there was much 
work to be done, but he defended his 
own : record. "Five members of my 
Cabinet arc African-Americans,” 
Clinton noted. 

"We arc working hard to protect

He also said that on improving 
economy hos helped create jobs for 

• many Americans, including blacks 
' , and other minorities.

In all, the government will desig- 
nate nine "empowerment zones" and 
95 “enterprise communities.”

“On this Martin Luther King Day, 
we honor our nation’s most challeng- 
ing and eloquent voice for human 
rights and human potential,” Clinton 
said at the White House. 

A year ago. Clinton, then the pres- 
ident-elect, told a mostly black col- 
lege audience at Howard that he 
hoped to redeem King’s promise of 
equal opportunity. But some civil- 
.. rights activists claim Clinton instead 
moved their cause to the back burn- 
er, Now, they want more than just 
rhetoric. 

They say Clinton abandoned civil 
rights in trying to steer clear of “lib- 
eral" issues. His aim was to ovoid 
alienating mostly white, suburbnn 
voters, they said. 

Some were put off by Clinton’s 
address in November, when he stood 
in the Memphis pulpit where King 
gave his last speech and said the late, 
civil rights leader would be appalled 
to see today’s rampant blnck-on- 
black violence. .. 

"The freedom to die before you're 
a teen-ager is not the freedom Martin 
Luther King livpd and died for,” the 
president said. “Where there ore no 
families, where there is no order, 
where there is no hope ... who will 
be there tp give structure, discipline 
and love to these children? You must 
do that and we must help you." 


Roger Wilkins, a longtime civil 
rights activist and professor of histo- 
ry at George Mason University in 
Fairfax, Va., said Clinton failed to 
follow up on that speech with action. 

"He doesn't have a civil rights pol- 
icy right now. He’s been president 
for a year,” Wilkins said. "It’s despi- 
cable for the president not to offer a 
jobs program when he offers all this 
gratuitous advice on our behavior. I 
did not like that speech at all.” 

Clinton did try to push through a 
$17 billion economic stimulus pro- 
gram keyed to job creation, but he 
was thwarted by Republican-led 
opposition in Congress.

'"Foreign Minister AmrMoussa of ~- 
Egypt said he believed Sunday’s sum- 
mit in Geneva between Assad and 
President Clinton “will lead to breaking 
the logjam and moving the peace 
process forward.” 

Newspapers around the Arab world 
• portrayed the summit as “a peace chal- 
lenge" for Israel. 

"If Israeli leaders have the bravery to 
respond to such peace efforts, then a 
new era of security, stability and normal 
peace relations among all will break out 
in the region," said Qatar’s Al-Arab 
daily. 

In Jerusalem, U.S. Middle East coor- 
dinator Dennis Ross separately briefed ‘

Monday about the Geneva meeting. 

Peres said the summit created a more 
promising air in the Middle East peace 
talks and hinted Israel would have to 
weigh serious decisions about peace 
with Syria.

The open hostility he and his family experienced in the 1950s 
and 1960s has been replaced with curious stares, but mostly with 
friendliness, Nora said. 

Nora now teaches flute and saxophone lessons and leads a bond 
that plays rhythm and blues, rock and reggae. 

On rare occasions, some people arc still openly belligerent to 
Nora; a drank recently ranted ignorantly about how blacks were 
raping women in Bosnia, he said. 

But “most people in Idaho are nice," Nora said. ' 

King’s nonviolent battle for equality and dignified treatment of. 
all mankind has evidently had an impact in (daho, he said. 

Still, with some exceptions most Idahoans ore ambivalent about

Deal on care for medically 
needy may be shaping up

. BQI§£ (AP) — The Senate 
Finance chainnan abmpily head* 
ed off a vote Monday on Gov. 
Cecil Andrus’ controversial plan 
to extend subsidized health care • 
to people not poor enough to 
qualify now. 

“There’s a possibility of a deal 
in the wind,” Republican Atwell 
Parry of Melba said. 

Parry, who was in control of 
j ihe'JolnrFlnance-ApprupilHtitniy 
Committee as it began dealing 
with emergency budget requests, 
said he took the action after con- 
’sulting with GOP legislative 
leaders. They hove been at odds 
the past two years with 
Democratic Gov. Cecil Andrus 
over implementation of the so- 
called Medically Needy program. 

Administration officials gave 
no indication that there was any 
prospect of a compromise on the 
Medicaid extension that would 
affect about 4,000 people, 3,600 
of them children. 

But Parry told Department of 
Health ana Welfare officials to 
work with legislative analysts on 
detailed figures nnd options so 
the budget committee could con- 
sider the program on Friday. 

In a deal hatched in 1991, 
Andrus agreed to have the state 
take over the multimillion-dollor 
annual cost of catastrophic health 
care for the poor that county 
property taxpayers had been foot- 
ing. In return, the Republican 
legislative majority agreed to 
pass the Medically Needy 
Program. 



But in both 1992 and 1993, 
the GOP majority declined to 
provide the $1.6 million in state 
money to finance thr Medically 
Needy plan and Andrus 
responded by vetoing its attempt 
to pump millions of dollars into 
the catastrophic health care 
fund. 

This year, however, there has 
been more discussion about 
making good on that 1991 deal 
in the final legislative session 
before Andrus retires at the end 
of an unprecedented fourth term. 
—Thc-budget committee did 
approve $4.5 million in state 
money for the catastrophic 
health care fund, which'went 
broke last fall but has as many 
as 300 claims pending against it. 

But Parry said he declined to 
let the Medically Needy appro- 
priation come to a vote because 
without a deal acceptable to 
both sides it would have been 
rejected, only galvanizing the 
positions of the opposing 
camps. 

“It’s a matter of not trying to 
play games with this but to keep 
our cool and see if something 
can’t get done,” he said.

without experiencing ‘Big One’ 


PASAD E NA, Calif . (AP) — The 
earthquake that struck California on 
Monday wasn’t the Big One. And 
that’s the problem. 

The quake, which measured 6.6 on 
the Richter scale, proved that 
Southern California can suffer sig- 
nificant damage without the dreaded 
8.0 or stronger earthquake that scien- 
tists say could hit the region within 
the next 30 years. 

Freeways and buildings crumbled

But the quake was believed to 
have done nothing to ease pressure* 
on the dreaded San Andreas Fault. 
That’s where the Big One would

“It could not be a trigger" for a 
San Andreas quake, said Gicy Jones, 
a seismologist at the California 
Institute of Technology in Pasadena. 

Scientists said, the quake was 
caused by the constant movement of 
Southern California loword San 
Francisco, which places enormous 
stress on the Los Angeles Basin.

Air travel, 
telephones 
face change

The quake that jolted California 
on Monday morning temporarily 
closed the main airport in Los 
Angeles, forced airlines to scrap or 
re-route flights and disrupted much 
of the domestic air-travel network.

codes around Los Angeles because 
power was lost at a switching cen- 
ter.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — ,The - 
earthquakc that struck early this 
morning cmmpled the “Big A” sign 
- Insldo- Anaheim-Stadium-and- 
prompted the postponement of the 
Sacramento Kings-Los Angeles 
Lakers game in Inglewood. 

Santa Anita in Arcadia, northeast 
of Los Angeles, planned to go 
ahead with its radng card, and there 
were no immediate reports of 
damage to other stadiums and 
arenas in the area. 

At Anaheim Stadium, about 30 
miles south of Los Angeles and 


some 50 miles from Northridge, 
which was believed to be the 
epicenter of the quake, the damage 
to- the-billboaras.and. the .giant, 
replay screen between them was 
extensive. 

The large “A" outside the park, a 
familiar symbol of the stadium used 
by the California Angels and Los 
Angeles Rams, appeared 
undamaged. 

But inside the stadium, the quake 

S ed over the facade in Che lefi-

pointed A-line structure leaned 
precariously, oyer. the upper deck
